REMARKS 

This amendment is filed under 37 C.F.R. §1.312, which permits entry of amendments 
after allowance and before payment of the issue fee, upon recommendation of the primary 
examiner. 1 

Claims 1-8, 10-13, and 15-38 are currently pending. Claims 13, 24-32, 37, and 38 
have been amended by the present amendment to recite "a mechanism configured to" 
rather than "a mechanism for" language. This change is consistent with Applicants' 
figures and specification, and is thus not believed to raise a question of new matter. 

Furthermore, the proposed amended claims are not believed to require additional 
search or examination because they merely clarify Applicants' invention. Because the present 
claims are allowed, the proposed claims are believed to be allowable.
